London—A complete program for 


launching the Dawes reparation set- 
tlement plan was agreed upon by the 
Interallied conference during a half 
hour plenary session at the foreign 
office Saturday morning. 


The allied premiers and Ambassa- 


dor Kellogg took up the technical 
points which the experts had vainly 
struggled with In two all night ses- 
sions and after modifications which 
Premiers MacDonald and Herriot ac- 
cepted, the- compromise settlement 
•was reached. 


"When the agreement was reached 


the wearied experts. 
Including the 


Americans. James A. Logan and Owen 
D. Young, and Mr. Frazer of Great 
•Britain, who have slept little during 
the last 48 hours, left the conference 
room and the chief delegates began 
framing the Invitations for the Ger- 
man government to send a delegation 
to London. 
Prime Minister MacDonald was to 


hand the invitation to the German em- 
bassy Saturday afternoo'n' 5»<3 foreign 
Minister Stresemann sjjd hie col- 
leagues are expected to reach London 
Monday night. 
JURISTS DRAFT RESULTS 


Meanwhile the conference will take 


a recess with the exception of the Jur- 
ists' committees which are drafting 
the results of the fortnight's work 
so that the document can be submit- 
ted to the Germans. The conference 
•will enter Its final phase with the ar- 
rival of the 
Germans who will be 


asked to express their opinions on the 
program 
for putting 
the 
Dawes 


scheme into operation. 
The plenary session adopted the re- 


port of the first committee of experts 
dealing with defaults and penalties. 
It also adopted the report of the 
third committee pertaining to repara- 
tion transfers. 


The embassy despatched the Invita-

Among labor chieftains here in the

individual and not as 


members of a party. 


Thus they point out the American 


Federation of Labor can throw the 
support of Its four million or more 
members Into the LaFollette-Wheeler 
campaign without abrogating the un 
written rule of the organization that 
it shall remain non-partisan.

look out they will be making a first 
class campaign issue out of "Mobiliza- 
tion day." It has sprung unexpected- 
ly to the fore and has gained per- 
haps an undue prominence because 
of the fact that the real issues of the 
campaign have not yet been outlined 
by the two principal candidates ' for 
the presidency. The flurry over Mob- 
ilization or Defense day has come at 
a time when the politicians 
were 


looking for something to talk about. 
It has served Its purpose well. 


President Coolidge and John 
W. 


Davis have been arrayed 
against 


each other on tho scope and value of 
this "test" of the country's resources. 
Mr. Coolidge has sharply 
criticized 


those who have denounced the pro- 
posed -demonstration on Sept. 12. Mr. 
Davis has gone on record as saying 
the demonstration is so planned that 
it can be only a valueless gesture 
which easily may be misunderstood 
abroad. 


Some of the Democratic leaders are 


particularly concerned over the fact 
that "Mobilization day" happens to 
be set for the particular date of the 
reconvening of the league of nations 
at Geneva. That the United States 
which flouted the league 
through 


Its statesmen at Washington should 
have what • may be Interpreted *as a 
general mobilization of .its 
armed 


forces and reserves on the very day. 
that the league renews its work for 
peace Is entirely too much for the 
•league Democrats 
and -they -see 


nothing but rtd .^he'n they discuss 
the matter. 
•« • ". 


- RADICALS CLAIM CREDIT 
As was to be expected the-LaFol- 


lette people are-claiming'credit for be- 
ing the first to go on record against 
"Mobilization day." 
They put it in 


their platform at Cleveland and also 
denounced 
militarism in 
all its 


branches. It was claimed ther^ was 
no excuse for war or preparations 
for war In this enlightened day. The 
Socialists of New York state 
also 


denounced "mobilization day" at their 
convention. 


With the "third party" advocates 


taking cognizance of the • proposed 
mobilization of resources and 
with 


President Coolldge coming to the de- 
fense of the plan, it was Inevitable 
that It should become at least an 
early Issue,In the campaign. Whether 
It will last Is another matter. 
The 


chances are that it won't, but It seems 
that Democratic governors have been 
the ones to raise their voices against 
interrupting the ' peaceful pursuits of 
their people for a -preparedness holi- 
day. 


SEEK TO EMBROIL LEADERS 
The Democrats charge that the Re- 


publicans have been endeax'orlng to 
drive a wedge between Mr. Davis and 
Governor Bryan>(> his running mate. 
That is to be one* of the strategies of 
the Republican campaign, the 
em- 


phasizing 
of alleged 
irreconcilable 


differences in the views and opinions 
of the two men heading the Demo- 
cratic ticket. Therefore, when Gov- 
ernor Bryan came out In denuncia- 
tion of tho full scope of "Mobilization 
day" predictions came from Republi- 
can sources that Mr. Davis would not 
be in accord with the Bryan state- 
ment. 


Upon his return to this city, how- 


ever. Mr. Davis soon made it plain 
that he agreed with Mr. Bryan. In 
addition to issuing his formal state- 
ment Mr. Davis discussed the matter 
with friends and pointed out 
that 


both he and Mr. Bryan believe that 
the military 
organizations 
of the 


country should be kept in good condi- 
tion, but could see no excuse for urg- 
ing a demonstration which would be 
nothing but a demonstration and have 
no educational effect commensurate 
with the harmful Impression which 
might be given to the world.

President Harding died a year ago 


Saturday at San Francisco and Mr. 
Coolldge, then vice president, took 
the oath of office early the next morn- 
Ing at his father's home in Plymouth, 
Vt. He came immediately to Washing- 
ton and has been here almost con- 
stantly since. 


When as-ked recently what he con- 


sidered the outstanding points of his 
first year in office 
the president re 


plied the general public perhaps was 
a. better Judge of that than himself. 


Hopeful of getting in some addi- 


tional work on his speech of accept- 
ance of the formal notification of his 
nomination, Mr. Coolidge said Friday 
he expected to conclude work on his 
speech soon, but he reminded a group 
of newspaper men that pushing to an 
early conclusion a. speech which was 
not to be delivered for some time 
probably might 
be compared with 


rushing a story which did not have to 
make an edition.

Fatal Attack of Pneumonia Fol- 


lows Fracture of Aged Jur- 


ist's Leg

Pittsburg, Pa.—George Shiras, Jr., 


Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court from 1892 to 1903. died In a 
hospital here Saturday from 
pneu- 


monia which developed after he had 
fractured his leg in a fall at his home 
here five weeks ago. -He was 92 years 
old. 


Mr. Shiras at the time of his ap- 


pointment to the supreme court by 
President Benjamin Harrison was one 
of the leading members of the Penn- 
sylvania bar. His position of associate 
Justice was the only public office he 
ever held. 


Two sons survive. George Shiras III 


of Marquette. Mich., a former con- 
gressman from 
Pennsylvania, 
and 


Winfield K. Shiras. prominent ath- 
lete of Pittsburg. 


George Shiras, Jr.. served 
as as- 


sociate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court from October. 1892. 
to February, 1903. when he retired on 
pay under the general voluntary re- 
tirement act, at the age of 71 years. 
He was one of the few justices that 
had not held public office prior to 
his appointment. He was practicing 
law in Pittsburg. Pa.; where ho had 
been born on Jan. 
26, 1832. when 


President Harrison Invited him to a 
seat on the supreme bench. 


His collegiate education was obtain- 


ed at Ohio university and at Yale. He 
remained an enthusiastic college man 
throughout his life. 


Justice Shiras lived a quiet, retired 


life after leaving the supremo court, 
spending his winters In Florida and 
his summers In Marquette. Mich. He 
attracted somo attention In 1913 by 
announcing in an interview that mem- 
bers of the court, when receiving $12.- 
000 a year were paid enough. At the 
time congress was considering increas- 
ing the salaries which was done.

Chicago—A direct attack on, the 


credibility of St. "William. A. White, 
head of the government hospital for 
the insane at Washington, was made 
in Judge Caverly's court Saturday by 
Robert E. Crowe, state's attorney, 
who cross examined the doctor on his 
testimony in defense of Nathan Leo- 
pold Jr.. and Richard Loeb. The at- 
tack developed In a shortened half 
day session when the prosecutor ask- 
ed Dr. White to produce the "original 
report" he had made to attorneys for 
the defense. It was stated flatly by 
Mr. Crowe over objections that came 
hurriedly from Clarence S. Darrow 
and Walter Bachrach, that the re- 
port held the defendants Insane rath- 
er than mentally sick. 


Judge Caverly suggested that since

CHICAGO'S CRIME 


Chicago has become the crime center 


of the world. 
There is. -without doubt, 


more violence in that city than'in any 
other civilized community. Practically 
every day in the year a murder is com- 
mitted. Lesser crimes are on a vast and 
spectacular scale. This crime orgy has 
been sathering momentum ever since the 
war. until today it has reached propor- 
tions that are truly alarming. 


• The, Chicago Tribune is authority for 
the statement that last year there were 
270 murders in Cook county, and that in 
only 129 cases, or less than half, were 
indictments rendered. Only nine of these 
murderers were sentenced to hang, and 
but one was finally executed. In 1921 
there were 120 murders, and in 1922. 
228. 
For the first half of 1924 there 


were 175. or at the rate of 350 per year. 
In June there was a murder for every day 
in the month. In 1922 the murder rate 
lor 100.000 population was 11.8. and 
in 1923 it was 13.6. and is still increas- 
ing. 


On the fourth of July as a result of 


an altercation between occupants of two 
cars, one of which .was forced into the 
curb by the hoggishness of the other, a 
man was killed. It was,just an ordinary 
vicious murder resulting from anger- The 
man arrested was a well known gun- 
man and,rough. He has now been ad- 
mitted to bail and turned loose. The Tri- 
bune says, regarding the release, "it is 
the reminder of a,crime already forgot- 
ten and, we suspect, only too likely to go 
unpunished." 


The.casual reader of newspapers knows 


that this is not an overstatement. He 
knows that men and women are shot 
down in Chicago as though they were 
animals, that every kind of murder is 
committed and from every motive. 
He 


knows that the majority of these crimes 
go unpunished, while in the balance of 
cases the guilty party recenes compara- 
tively light punishment. 


It,is plain that Chicago is not only tol- 


erating crime, but actually encouraging 
it. 
Justice there is a sham and a mock- 


ery. 
There is no such thing -in the true 


sense of the word. 
Society and the in- 


dividual is without protection. It is a 
serious state of affairs, doubly serious be- 
cause Chicago radiates this vicious con- 
dition over a wide territory. In the back- 
ground are low social and political stand- 
ards. 
Chicago has become one of the 


cheapest cities in the world. It lives in 
an atmosphere of coarseness and license. 
It parades its shallowness with all the 
brazenncss of the rouged and painted har- 
lot. 
Public and private graft are the 


stepping stones to influence. 
Anything 


and everything croes. including murder. 


Wnhin the last few weeks the most 


daring rrsihvay robbery of the century has 
taken place in the outskirts of Chicago 
and on^ of t.ie worst murders history has 
ever recorded. 
Countless crimes that in 


years gone by would have shocked a na- 
tion are commonplace and bring only 
passing notice. The trend of speculation 
in Chicago is that Lofb and Leopold will 
pet oil with prison sentences. 
The bet- 


ting odds, which a few days ago favored 
the gallows, now fr.vor lighter punish- 
ment. 
Chicago seems to be reasserting 


itself and running true to form. It se'-ms 
to bo preparing itself to let these murd-T- 
crs oil with something less than the death 
penalty. 
Chicago simply thrives on law- 


lessness It has made a hero of the crim- 
inal, and tho greater the crime the great- 
er its maudlin worship.

New Mining Law Is Being Pre- 


pared to Give State Con- 


trol of Resources 


By Associated Press 


Bucharest, — A new mining law of 


wery considerable importance to the 
foreign oil companies operating in 
Rumania, Is now being prepared by 
the government, and will shortly be 
presented for parliamentary ratifica- 
tion. 


This law Is intended to give full 


legislative power to that part of the 
new constitution which provides for 
the "Nationalization of the- Sub-Soil." 
meaning the taking over by the state 
of all the sub-soil mineral wealth, not 
actually leased or concessioned at the 
time of the adoption of the new consti- 
tution. The state, therefore, now owns 
title to very extensive areas of proved 
oil lands, and the new mining law will 
determine the conditions under whlcn 
these lands can be leased for exploita- 
tion, and what production royalties 
must be paid to the state. 


From -official announcements it Is 


apparent that under the new law con- 
^sessions to exploit proved lands will 
only be granted to companies that are 
considered las "nationalized" which 
means that such companies must be 
controlled by Rumanians, and that Ru- 
manian subjects must own a majority 
of the stock. These companies not al- 
ready "nationalized" can be granted 
concessions to drill on proved lands 
only on condition that they agree to 
becoipe "nationalized" within a period 
of five years. This ruling is very Im- 
portant In that It will affect a number 
of big American. British and French 
companies which aro new considered 
as foreign-owned and controlled, and 
whose shares are not readily available 
for purchase by Rumaninan subjects. 


In the hands of a government hos- 


tile to fogelgn capital, or to the foreign 
captial of any particulra country it Is 
felt that the law as proposed wouM 
apparently permit of considerable- dis- 
crimination being excenrcized against 
the operations of companies controll- 
ed by such foreign captial.

ever, to understand somewhat of the 
size of the lighting plan when it is 
said that the total load or capacity

s too big a project for a city and Is 
of such magnitude and splendor that 
t really is an asset to this eastern 
portion of Wisconsin and more par 
Icularly to the Fox river valley. He 
believes it should not be kept to Kau- 
cauna but It should become within a 
few years, a production of and by the 
Fox river valley. Kaukauna. has no 
desire to make money out of the 
spectacle except to turn It back into 
the field for improving the theater 
and making each succeeding produc 
tion better than the last one.

the operators, or is increased to a 
brilliancy which rivals bright sunlight. 
Various "banks" of lamps are con 
trolled by a board containing 30 
switches.

The flood lights are placed so they 
will throw the light from a number of 
different angles, thus eliminating sha- 
dows almost entirely. Forty 200-watt 
lamps form the footlights at the front 
of the stage and serve a double pur- 
pose, that of additionally lighting the 
stage and of preventing the actors 
from looking out at the audience. 


To manipulate this Intricate appa- 


ratus. 14 electricians have been en- 
gaged who will work under the direc- 
tion of J. O. Posson. superintendent 
of the city of Kaukauna electrical and 
water departments. Theee men and 
the equipment at their disposal^glve 
the pageant a lighting arrangement 
which raises the- local production far 
above the standard of similar showi 
in other parts of the country.

Days To Civil War Is 


Portrayed In Pageant 


Struggles of First White Men, 


Subduing of Indians and 
Badger Victories in Civil War 
Told in Scenes. 


Kaukauna*—Historical accuracy In 


every possible detail will feature the 
Kaukauna Pageant of 1924 which will 
be presented Aug. 5 to 10. The seven 
episodes of the production cover in 
general the history of the develop- 
ment of Wisconsin and its vicinity 
while the pageant of last year was 
confined more to the Fox river valley. 
In order to secure most authentic ma- 
terial upon which to base his story. 
Howard P. Smith, who wrote the pa- 
geant and who also is directing it. 
epent more than two months delving 
into volumes in the New Tork public 
library which carries an especially 
complete account 
of Wisconsin his- 
tory. 


In many Instances, however, hls^ 


torians disagree upon details, in which 
case Mr. Smith has chosen the middle 
coureo in portraying tho events for 
the public. In the opening episode of 
the pageant, "The Coming of Nlcolet," 
little emphasis 
is placed 
upon tho 


exact spot of the Frenchman's land- 
Ing since historians do not agree on 
that point. There is a question as to 
whether the explorer landed at Green 
Bay or at Red Banks, nearer Stur- 
geon Bay. 


According to history 
Nicolet sut 


*ered a most disheartening disappoint- 
ment. When he landed he believed he 
•was on a portion of the land of China 
and expected to meet Chinese people 
China at tbat time was a land of gold 
and, as a result was very wealthy 
In the first scene of the pageant Ni- 
colet. played by William R. Harwood 
>ls seen donning an elaborate yellow 
Chinese robe and his great disappoint 
ment is emphasized when he discov 
ere Indians. Pictures of Nlcolet am 
Borne histories show Nicolet wore a red 
robe on this occasion but a majoritj. 
of historians state the garment was 
yellow and Mr. Smith has chosen the 
decision of the larger group. 
It is 


known, however, that Nlqolet brought 
the robe all the way from Quebec, so 
sure was he of finding Chinese civil- 
ization. 


The second scene Is entitled "The 
First Settlement." 
A small 
stone 


monument on state highway 15 be- 
tween DoPere and Green Bay, near 
the golf links marks the site of the 
tiret settlement and It is that site 
•which Is represented in the second 
episode of the pageant. 


'The scene shows the unrest of the 


Indians at that time and the threaten- 
ed 'destruction of the small mission in 
charge of Father Allouez. An uprising 
was prevented by the timely arrival 
of Nicholas Perrot.- a "hail 
fellow 


well met" sort of chap who was very 
popular with the Indians. His force 
and tact .with the redmen prevented

the Sioux and the 


The ,scene also shows Perrot pre- 


senting Father Allouez with an "Os- 
tensorium'' which represented tho sun 
and was used during the altar cere- 
monies in the Catholic church. Today 
it is named the monstrtnce and still 
is in use in the church. The original 
relic was dug up near De Pere about 
60 years ago and now is In the mus- 
eum at" Madison. John Dlttor. prop- 
erty manager, has had a monstrince 
made which as nearly as possible rep- 
resents the original. 


The disappearance of Father Men- 


ard. one of the mysteries of history, 
also is touched upon In the scene. Like 
many others. Father Menard set out 
to find the northwest passage. 
He 


wag a, big hearty man but entirely 
too old to attempt such a journey. He 
was accompanied by Guerin. a gun 
maker, a' part played by William 
Doering. 
The two parted company 


where the- Copper river joins the Wis- 
consin river. Father Menard loaded 
up with their equipment and started 
to -walk around the 
rapids-- while 


Guerin In the canoe "shot the rapids" 
Intending to wait for the priest on 
the other end. He never came and 
although Guerin 
went 
back 
and 


searched the woods for a week, no 
trace was ever discovered of the miss- 
ing man. 
Later, however, a kettle 


which had formed part of his pack 
was found with a. Sioux brave and 
about a year later his vestments were 


It is assumed the priest 


murdered by the Indians. 


Although the actual incident is not 


shown i;» the pa^-ant the story is 
old by tiuerin who is shown return 
ng- from his fruitless trip. 


"Clark at Kaskaykia.' 
the tSirc 
episode, portrays evcnts which are 
iiore removed from this section but 
which arc consic'erc-J necessary be- 
cause of their oearing upon future 
history in Wisconsin. 
While there 


now is no place by that name Kas- 
•iaskia at the tiinc portrayed in the 
oageant \vas situated near the pres- 
ent site of La Sallo. 111. 


Capture of Kaskaskla was one ot 


tho most peaceful and bloodless in 
the history of warfare and was made 
during Clark's long and famous trip 
down the Ohio river with a company 
of only 300 men. Clark was a man 
of vision and foiesijiht and he was 
able to realize that this western ter- 
ritory could be nmde vitally import- 
ant. 
Consequently he secured 
the 


consent of George Washington and 
Patrick Henjry. then 
governor! of 


Virginia, to organize a company at 
Pittsburg. 
In al- piobabiiity 
Wis- 


consin would now be part of Canada 
hcd not Clark made the expedition. 


The co.pturo 
of Kaskaskia 
was 


made eai>y because of the fact the 
Britishers felt secured and were en- 
gaged in a dance. The third episode 
shows Clark entering the dance hall 
before the danger of the inmates of 
the fore Is realized.

•scene, as well as the others. Is his 
torically correct as to details. After 
the war Col. Clark received only a 
small piece of property on the banks 
of the Ohio river and he died there in 
poverty. 


The fourth scene. 
"Beside 
the 


Portage trail," rices not show any 
particular incidei.t but is more of a 
presentation shotting a typical home 
stead anJ the customs of tho times 
It shows the merrymaking which ac 
companled a country wedding. Tho 
cordial hospitality of the people is 
noted when strangers passing by are 
invited to participate in the fun. 


"Red Bird," tho fifth episode, is 


really shown in three scenes, each 
occupying a porlioh of the stage to 
denote that the incidents 
occur a 


different "places. 
The 
first 
"scone 


shows prospectors searching 
about 


for lead i:i which tr-c- country abound- 
ed at that time. Later Red Bird and 
two Sioux Indians arrive and 
dialog between the groups 
ensues 


which shows how the white 
men 


kept claiming new territory and push 
ed the Indians farther westward. 


After receiving the insults of the 


white the two Sioux with Red Bird 
frame a lie which causes Red Bird to 
take up ths hatchet 
against

white mnii. Red Bird is told that two 
of his people who have been held as 
hostages at the fort have been hang- 
ed and the great chief prepares for 
war.

The light shifts to the opposite 


side of the stag* to denote a change 
of location and the Gagnier family 
Is discovered goinpr about its daily 
work. Red Bird had always been a 
friend of the Gogniers. whose cabin 
was situated a few miles south of 
Prairie ci«> Chien and w.hen the chief 
and one of his braves came to visit, 
the settler was nor suspicious. 


Even while they rmoked the pipe 


of peace the Indiant- made their plans 
and at a signal from Red Bird. Gag-

at the steering wheel which soon tires your \\rists and tries your 
nerves. In addition to the discomfort of driving a c.ir thai steers hard 
you are liable to have a heavy bill for front tires. If the alignment of 
the front wheels is not correct, the front tires will be GROUND down 
owing to the scruffing action which is set up. This acts in much the 
same way an emery wheel would act if it were brought in contact with 
the treads of the tires. If you find that you are getting very poor mile- 
age from your front tires, do not blame the tires before you check up 
the front wheel alignment. 


In addition to the discomfort of 


driving 
a. car that has wobbly 


front wheels and that steers hard, 
jyou are taking chances that may 
[cause a bad accident. When the 
steering gear and connections are 
not kept lubricated properly, they 
start to wear very quickly and 
rattle badly. This play in the con- 
nections starts crystalizatiori in 
the steel in the steering arms, 
steering 
knuckles and 
steering 


lever and makes them liable to 
snap off when they receive a very 
hard jolt If any of the connec- 
tions should break, you lose con- 
trol of your car, then of course 
there is an accident. 


The first thing to do is to thor- 


oughly clean the hard grease and 
mud off all connections and lubri- 
cate them thoroughly. The draw- 
ing shows all connections clearly 
that require attention. First fill 
the steering gear case with a light 
grease or heavy lubricating oil. 
Next grease the ball joints on the 
connecting rod. 
If there is very 


much play between the ball end of 
the steering lever and the connect- 
ing rod or between the knuckle 
lever ball and the connecting rod, 
take out the cotter pin holding the 
adjusting screw on the end of the 
connecting rod and screw it up just enough to take out the play. Be 
sure to replace the cotter pin after completing the adjustment. Do not 
screw up this adjustment too tight or you will make steering stiff. 


Next feel if there is any play in the tie rod yokes or pins. J.£ there 
is, you will have to fit new parts in place of those that are worn. If 
the play is not very bad, perhaps new pins will be all that is necessary. 


Now that you have checked up 


the'connections, get into the driv- 
ing seat and see how much move- 
ment there is of the steering 
•wheel before the wheels begin to 
move. 
There should be a small 


amount of play, about one inch. 
If there is more than this, loosen 
the clamp nut at the top of the 
gear case cover and turn the ad- 
justing nut until the movement of 
the steering wheel one way or the 
other docs not exceed more than 
an inch. Be very careful not to 
make the adjustment too tight or 
the steering will be stiff. If you 
find 'it is impossible to take up the 
play with this adjustment without 
"making the steering very stiff, the gear has \yorn and must be turned 
round to expose a new part of the worm. This is a job you must have 
done by a good mechanic. .-• 


". ' With all connections tightened up and adjusted, test the front wheel 


alignment. To do this secme two long rods and carefully measure the 
\ ^distance'between the rims of the wheels directly in front" of the center 
\ of the axJe. Now measure the distance between the wheels behind the 


axle. ^ If the alignment is correct, the distance in frent will be from J4" 
to A" less'than it is opposite the same point at the rear of the wheefs. 
If necessary to adjust, remove the bolt in the adjustable yoke on the 
the rod and turn it in or out until you get the correct alignment. 


Go over all steering connections and clean and lubricate them at 


least every 300 miles and examine to sec that they are in good condi- 
tion. This attention will save you repair bills and "make steerin" easier 
aod safer.
